MANILA SOON TO

HAVE FINE HARBOR

Deep Water Port Assured by Govern-
ment Expenditure of $6,000,000,

The City of Manila will soon have one
of the deepest and best protected
harbors in the Orient, according to H. C.
De Land, Government harbor engineeer
at that eity. Mr. De Land came over
on the British steamer Empress of In-
dis and landked at Victoria, B. C, He is
on a 30-day leave of absence.

“The harbor of Manils,” he says, “has
undergone a complete change, and when
finished all steamers that ply the Pa-
cific will be able to cast anchor and tie
(at the wharf. The breakwater, which
formerly protected the mouth of the
Pasig River. has been extended far out
into the bay, and a depth of 30 feet has
already been obtained near the mouth
of the Pasig and 10 feet along the old
water front, Dredging is in progress.
The contract for this work was let to
the Atlantic. Gulf & Pacific Dredging
Company, and when the harbor is com-
pleted it will have cost the Government
about £6.000,000."
